POSTAL SERVICE. 


The first regular postal service be- 


tween two American cities wa* e*> 
tablished 251 year* ago today, De- 
cember 10, 1671. when the gov- 
ernment of New York inaugurated 
a regular monthly post to Boston. 
Some 33 years before that date a 
post office had been opened in Bos- 
ton at the house of Richard Fair- 
banks "for all letters which are 
brought from beyond the sea*, or 
are to be sent thither."

The insulating ma- 
terlMl when used In this way Is culled 
a dielectric. A variable condenser la 
one In which the amount of immedi- 
ately adjacent surface can be varied.
